“BE CALM,” COOL 
MONARCH TELLS WIFE 





Cheered After He Attends 
Mass for Late King Hum- 
bert—He Goes to Visit the 
Wounded Officer.

ROME, March 14.—A desper- 
ate attempt to assassinate King 
Victor Emanuel failed this morn- 
ing, although one of the three 
bullets aimed at the King or the 
Queen, who sat beside him, hit 
Maj. Lang. He was wounded in 
the head. 


Maj. Lang, in command of the cuiras- 
fiers composing the roval bodyguard, 
was first to spur to the side of tha 
carriage when the assassin, Antonio 
Dalba, fired. Interposing his body be- 
tween the King and the anarchist, "ie 
recetved his wound. 

The attempt on the King’s life was 
made as His Majesty, with Queen Hel- 
ena, was going from the palace to the 
Pantheon to take part in the annual 
memorial service in honor of the late 
King Humbert. The royal carriage was 
preceded and followed by an escort of 
culrassiers. 


Guard Surrounds Carriage. 
The procession was passing along the 


Via Lata, when three shots rang out 
from amid the crowd. 


The Queen was seated in the side of 
the carriage nearest to the would-be 
assassin. As the shots sounded, she 
paled, but threw her arms around the 
King as though to protect him. The 
King tried to comfort her by saying 
“Be tranquil; it is nothing.’’ 

The soldiers following the carriage 
immediately dashed forward and as 
they did so their commander fell from 
his horse. The wounded officer was 
moved to one side by some of his men 
while the others dashed up to the royal 
carriage, where they found the King and 
Queen sitting calm and unmoved. 

Meanwhile the crowd seized the man 
who had fired the shots and attempted 
to lynch him. He was so badly handled 
that he was scarcely able to answer 
questions when he was handed over to 
the police. 

The royal procession was scarcely in- 
terrupted, but proceeded toward the 
Pantheon, where the mass for King 
Humbert was completed without further 
incident, and after the conclusion of the 
service, the King and Queen returned to 
the Qutrinal along the same route. 

On their arrival at the palace 
King learned for the first time 
Maj. Lang had been seriously

hospital, where the Major was lving. He 
traveled in an open automobile and 
showed no signs of having passed 
through an ordeal. 

Officer's Wound Slight. 

The physicians in charge of Maj. Lane 
said that he probably Will recove) With- 
in a fortnight. His helmet deflected 
the bullet and he received only a slight 
wound. The ball was afterwards found 
inside his helmet. He suffered 
from the shock of the fall from his 
horse, which caused slight concussion 
of the brain and some severe bruises. 

On the return to the palace of the 
King’s carriage it was found that one 
of the horses had been slightly wounded 
by a bullet. 

The man who had fired the shots had 
in the meantime been taken to the po- 
lice station, the policemen having great 
difficulty in passing through the crowda, 
which showed intense anger and de- 

‘ved to wreak immediate vengeance. At 
tt Solice station, in splte of the man's 
condition, he was subjected to keen in 
terrogation. He said his name was An- 
tonio Dalba, that he was 21 vears of 
@@e and that he was a stone mason. 
@We described himself as an “individval 
enarchist’” ang said he made the at- 
tempt on the King’s life as a protest 
agftinst the organization of society. 


Riden Bicycle to Scene. 
Dalba rode a bicycle to the spot from 


which he had planned the assassination. 
Me left the wheel in the doorway of the 
Baiviati Palace. 

All the circumstances led to the belief 
that the assailant of His Majesty was 
fot concerned in any plot of an organ- 
tzation, but that his deed was the out- 
come of his individual aberration.

MINEOLA, L, I., March 14.—Theodore 
Roosevelt’s jury duty is over. Supreme 
Court Justice Putman told him today he 
could be excused. Counsel had confided 
in the Court that Roosevelt’s presence 
in the box might distract his fellow 
jurors’ minds from any case and for 
that reason:they would challenge him.

LEWIS’ MANAGER. 
TELLS OF $52,000 
A MONTH LOSSES 


H. K. Taylor Declares This In- 
Cluded $20,000 Monthly 
Deficit of the Star. 


PAPER HAD TO HAVE AID 
Money Sent From _ University 


City to Make Up Monthly 
Shortage. 





Hugh K. ‘Taylor, manager of 


the mechanical department of the Lewis 
Publishing Co. during 1908, testified 
Thursday, in the trial of E. G. Lewis 
on a charge of using the mails to de- 
fraud, that Lewis told him in that year 
that the Woman’s Magazine was _ losing 
$12,000 a month, and the Woman’s Na- 
tional Daily $20,000 a month. 


Taylor said that these losses, and the 
later loss of $20,000 a month by the St. 
Louis Star, were the subject of frequent 
discussions between him and Lewis, and 
that Lewis frequently brought up the 
matter and stared that:the publications 
were losing money in the amounts 
named. 

Taylor's testimony will be used by the 
Government in connection with adver- 
tisements of the Lewis Publishing Co.’s 
notes and securities which, the Govern- 
ment charges, Lewis sought to sell on 
the representation that the company’s 
business was profitable. 

Taylor Was Manager. 

Taylor said he went to the Lewis pub- 
lications in an editorial capacity in 1904, 
and that he took charge in 1907 of the 
mechanical department at the Univer- 
sity City plants. In 1907 and 1908, he 
said, the big press of the Woman's Na- 
tional Daily was used to not more than 
one-third its capacity, and the Woman’s 
Magazine presses could have done three 
times as much work as they did. Yet, 
he testified, Lewis planned extensive 
additions to the mechanical plants, and 
when Taylor remonstrated, saying the 
plant had all the equipment and all the 
room needed, Lewis said he had ‘‘given 
his word’ to increase the capacity. 

Taylor said’ hé also advised Lewis to 

defer an increase in sAlaries until busi- 
ness should he more favorable, but that 
Lewis said the company could stand 
the increase. and that the money wouid 
be found. 
He said he discussed the financial 
condition of the company and of the 
various publications fully with Lewis 
during 1908, and that Lewis was fuliy 
acquainted with the losses of the dif- 
ferent periodicals. None of them, Tay- 
lor said, was making money. 

Sept. 1, 1908, Taylor went to the Star 
as general manager. The Star, he said, 
lost $20,000 a month, and the Lewis Pub- 
lishing Co. had to ‘‘send down money” 
to the Star every month to supply the 
deficit. He said Lewis often discussed 
this matter with him. 

Lewis’ Idea of Daily. 
Taylor said Lewis maintained that the 
Woman's National Daily, though losing 
money, Was a good investment, as it 
Was a valuable advertising medium for 
his other enterprises, and was the chief 
organ of the Woman’s League. 
In cross-examination,. Taylor told of 
the work of the Woman's League in 
getting magazine subscriptions and con- 
ducting correspondence courses. He was 
then questioned about the effect of the 
withdrawal, in December, 1906, of the 
second-class mail privilege, and said the 
publications never recovered from ft. 
In 1906, he said, the Woman’s Maga- 
zine property, in his belief, was worth 
$3,000,000, and was earning $22,500 a month 
from advertising, aside from subscrip- 
tions. The Woman's Farm Journal, he 
said, was worth $1,000,000. 
He told of Lewis’ plan, after acquiring 
the Star, to promote the building of a 
subway to connect University City with 
the downtown district of St. Louis. This, 
Tavior said, would have greatly en- 
hanced the value of the Lewis properties. 
He said he believed the money put into 
the Star property by Lewis, and his 
work for that paper, had doubled its 
value. 

Postal Men Witnesses. 

William Lottmann, cashier of the St. 
Louis Postoffice; . John  Biedenstein, 
weigher of second-class mail, and T. J. 
Gilson, who had charge of Winner Sta- 
tion at University City, were put on 
the stand by the Government to prove 
that Winner Station was a.part of the 
St. Louis Postoffice and that all the 
Lewis mail, including second-class mat- 
ter, was handled as St. Louis mail. 
Attorney Barclay attempted to ques- 
tion Biedenstein about the holding up of 
68, 000 pounds of the Woman's Magazine 
and the Woman's Farm Journal, on 
which postage had been paid. The Dis- 
trict Attorney's objection, on the ground 
that the alleged seizure had no bearing 
on the present case, was sustained. 
Barclay then asked about the issu- 
ance of a fraud order against Lewis in 
1905, and Houts again objected and was 
sustained.

DUAT'S POTTERY 
GEMS PURCHASED 
FOR ART MUSEUM 


W. K. Bixby Buys Collection 
From Noted French Artist 
for S6000. 








M. Taxile Doat, one cf the most emi- 
nent of living ceramic artists, has sold 
his collection of his own works of art 
potterv, numbering 172 pieces, to the 
City Art Museum. It will be placed on 
exhibition in few weeks at the mu- 
Seum. 

The sale- was made after M. Doat had 
called on W. K. Bixby, head. of the 
Museum Board, and had explained to 
him his difficulties with the- United 
States Government, which was requir- 
ing the payment of $5000 duty on the 
collection or its removal from the coun- 
try. Bixby investigated and found tnat 
the works were of the highest order of 
modern art, and their purchase for %600) 
was agreed on. This was one-half the 
price which M. Doat expected, when he 
brought the collection here, to receive 
for it from the American Woman's 
League, headed by E. G. Lewis. As 
the articles will be hereafter exhibited 
for educational purposes, the Govern- 
ment will waive its claim for duty. 

M. Doat, who its 61 years old, was, for 
30 vears, prominently connected with the 
Royal French Pottery Manufactory, a 
Government enterprise, at Sevres. 

It was one of Lewis’ ambitious plans 
to establish in University City a school 
of ceramic art which should become 
known Internationally, as is the Royal 
French pottery manufactory at Sevres. 
For this purpose, while tn France ifn 
1909, Lewis engaged M. Doat to come 
to this country and conduct auch a 
school in the Art Building at University 
City, as part of the educational work of 
the. Woman's League. He came in No- 
vember, 1910.

As the words, “One year at hard la- 
bor, passed the Judge's lips, a re- 
volver cracked and the Judge sank dead 
in his chair. An instant later there was 
a volley of shots and Prosecutor Foster 
fell dead on the floor, his head pierced 
by bullets. Sheriff Webb, reaching for 
his weapon, started toward Floyd Al- 
len, but was shot dead before he could 
lay hands on the prisoner. Clerk Goad 
and Juror Blankenship, the former shot 
in the neck, fell apparently dead, and 
others ran for their lives from the hail 
ef lead. 

Horses Take Band to Hills. 
With no representative of the law re- 
maining to lay a hand on him, Allen, 
who had taken part in the shooting, 
joined his comrades, and all backed 
slowly out of the courtroom, holding 
back at the point of their revolvers the 
few resolute men who remained in the 
courtroom. Outside, they jumped into 
their saddles and dashed for the moun- 
tains. 

Citizens, determined to uphold the law, 
formed a posse to follow the men to 
the hills, and galloped away in pursuit, 
vowing to shoot the outlaws down at 
sight if they would not submit to ar- 
rest. Reports have reached here of a 
conflict in which one of the Allens was 
wounded, but this has not been verified. 

This town, the county seat of Carroll 
County, is in the heart of the Blue 
Ridge Mountain region, and is 15 miles 
from the nearest railroad station. The 
courthouse is a small red brick build- 
ing. 

The ‘‘Allen feud gang” 
three brothers and a number of follow- 
ers. The brothers are Floyd, Jack and 
Sidney. 

Flovd Allen, 
a Deputy Sheriff who 
one of Allen's friends. Allen beat 
officer into insensibility with the butt 
of a pistol and brass knuckles, and, 
leaving him for dead, took the prisoner 
away and secreted him. 

Officers Feared to Arrest Him. 

Shortly after this, KFlovd Allen was 
irdicted and his trial was set for the 
December term. Allen never was ar- 
rested. It appears that no officer in 
Carroll County would undertake to ar- 
rest Alien, who more than once said he; 
never would be taken alive. 

The case was called at the last term 
of Judge Massie's court. but the deputy 
sheriff whom Allen had assaulted did 
not appear, fearful of the consequences. 

Judge Massie deciared at the time the 
case would be gone into at the March 
term of court and that Allen would he 
arrested and brought to time, if the 
Court had to get men from outside 
Hilleville and Carroll County for the 
purpose. 

His arrest. finally was effected with- 
out bloodshed, but there had been fre- 
quent rumors of intervention in his be- 
half by his brothers and their friends. 

Militia Held Ready. 

Special officers are being rushed into 
the county to help in running down the 
murderers who took the prisoner with 
them. Gov. Mann is holding two com- 
panies of militia in readiness in case the 
Allens and their friends gather recruits 
in the mountain fastness.

SUBURBAN PARK CO. 
BANKRUPTCY HEARING 





nancial Trouble to Improve- 
ments and Bad Year. 


A hearing on the bankruptcy proceed- 
ings against the Suburban Park Co. was 
held Thursday before Referee Coles. Sol 
Oppenheimer, treasurer of the company, 
was the principal witness. He testified 
that the concern was incorporated in 
September, 1909, with a capital stock ef 
$125,000, of which $75,000 was paid up. 

He and his brother, Jacob Oppenheim- 
er, president, owned $25,000 of the stock, 
represented by the theater, seats, scen- 
ery, fixtures and lumber at the garden. 
The remaining $50,000 of the paid-up 
stock was represented by a leasehold 
on the garden, he testified.

House Passes the Senate Neutral- 
ity Resolution Adopted at 
President’s Request.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The House 


e concurrent resolution passed by the 
“enate yesterday, authorizing the Presi- 
lent to prohibit the exportation of war 
supplies to any American country where 
lomestie violence exists. 





In signing the resolution, President 
Taft will issue a proclamation specifi- 
cally forbidding the shipment of arms 
to Mexican revolutionists. 

The revolutionists seizea Juarez, oppo- 
site El Paso, for the express purpose of 
having a port of entry through which 
they could receive arms. Today’s action 
will make the holding of Juarez useless 
to them 

The President was spurred to ask for 
the joint resolution by the open ship- 
ment of arms and ammunition into 
Mexico through El Paso to Juarez. Un- 
der the existing laws there is no way 
by which the President can hold up 
shipments of arms passing through this 
port. All other ports of entry along the 
border are closed. 

Special Investigation, 

Other influences, which caused the 
President to move hastily in the matter, 
were the pressure being brought to 
bear on him for intervention, and the 
report that powerful influences are at 
work in an effort to restore former 
President Diaz to power. It is reported 
that the present revolution is being fi- 








naced chiefly by friends of former Pres- 
ident Diaz. 

Enrique Creel, Ambassador to the 
United States when Diaz was Presi- 
dent, it has been asserted to the War 
Department, through the assistance of 
kis father-in-law, Senor Tarasas, 15 
financing the movement. Contributors 
to the fund are said to be former Vice- 
President. Corral and former Minister 
of Foreign Affairs Limantour. Senors 
Corral and Limantour are wealthy, and 
have large followings in Mexico. The 
two former officials are now in Paris, 
where, it is charged, they have a junta 
at work in behalf of Diaz.

NEW YORK, March 14.—“The United 


Mine Workers of America will not com- 
promise a single demand that they have 


made of the anthracite coal operators,”’ 
declared John P. White, president of 
the Mine Workers, this afternoon. ‘I 
look for a general suspension of work 
in the anthracite field April 1. 

“The operators have notified us that 
their reply is final. When we meet to- 
morrow we will file merely a formal 
reply, reiterating our demands. It will 
then be up to the operators. If they 
make no concession, every union hard 
coal miner in Pennsylvania will quit 
work on the night of March 31. 

“It seems that the best we can hope 
for now is a mere suspension instead of 
a strike. While the Scale Committee 
has authority to call a strike, we prob- 
ably will postpone such action, at least 
until after the meeting of the bituminous 
coal miners in Cleveland on March 20. 
The whole situation will come up for 
review before the Policy Committee, 
March 25, and a strike of the bituminous 
miners is not unlikely.’’

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IMPOVERISHED OITY OFFICIALS. 
The normal condition of a large part of Lon- 
don’s population is said to be such that they exist 
with only a few meals between them and empty 
larders. What shall we say of the improvidence 
of our own St. Louis city officials, who edge 
along on the thin ice with hardly a month’s sal- 
ary between them and impoverishment? 
Mayor Kreismann gets $416.66 2-3 a month, but 
official data show that he has but $325 on hand 
in cash. Comptroller Taussig, who gets the same, 
makes a little better showing, as might be ex- 
pected in the city’s expert financier, but even his 
roll is only $660. Circuit Attorney Jones’ roll is 
down to the rubber band, according to the same 
data. Administrator Troll, who is supposed to get 
$1666.66 2-3 a month, and Jeptha D. Howe might 
exchange rolls with confidence. Each has but 
$100 in cash. 

These data are found in the return to the Tax 
Collector, but it would be muckraking defamation 
t: hint that the governing powers of a great me- 
tropolis are susceptible to the ordinary struggling 
citizen’s temptation to modest claims at assess- 
ing time. Even Assessor Brinkop himself, terror 
to tax dodgers, has only $10 in cash and $40 in the 
bank. With but two or three weeks’ salary ahead, 
wnat would be the fix of these leaders in munici- 
pal thought if politics should play out some day 
and the flow from the city treasury should get 
short-circuited ?

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DEATH TOLL FROM BAD MILE. 
The figures of the Bureau of Vital Statistics 
shew that there were 613 deaths of infants under 
two years of age in St. Louis, due to “enteric 
troubles,” in the year 1911. 
In plain English, these 613 babies died from 
what is popularly known a8 summer complaint. 
And this disease is due to impure or sour milk. 
It is a disease of the poorer quarters of the 
city, where bad milk is sold, or where the people 
cannot afford ice to preserve good milk whole- 
some. 
It has been proved that practically no lives of 
babies need be lost from this disease if good 
milk, properly prepared, is supplied. The babies 
fed with the milk furnished by the Pure Milk 
Commission and kept sweet with the ice given 
free through the instrumentality of the Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund did not die, but grew 
and flourished. But the vital statistics show 
how much more needs to be done along these 
lines. St. Louis cannot afford to lose five or 
six hundred babies this year for lack of pure 
milk and plenty of ice. To save these lives will 
be far better than to induce an equal number of 
outsiders to become residents of the city.

stances. It has been so from the beginning of 
the human race, in all ages, in all climes, in or- 
fanized society and in unorganized society and it 
will ever be so. ‘ . 

In organized society the strong men very nat- 
urally shape the laws to their own advantage and 
then proceed to persuade the “comon herd” that 
Said laws are all right. In our own organized so- 
ciety they shaped a law in 1869 called “the credit 
strengthening act,” which impoverished the peo- 
ple and caused hard times during the 30 years 
that followed. Meantime, the bankers were reap- 
ing a harvest and the national debt was not paid. 
The strong men also shaped a law commonly 
called the high protective tariff which has taken 
billions of dollars from the “common herd” and 
put it in the pockets of the so-called tariff barons; 
meantime, leading up to our present deplorable 
condition under the so-called trusts. The strong 
men have been persuading the “common herd” for 
49 years that the law is all right, but they are 
now forced to admit that some of the conditions 
need improvement. 

Roosevelt asserts that the people are competent 
to pass judgment upon the constitution which 
they have framed. It is said that Taft did say 
that the people do not know wnat they want, but 
he more recently came back and gave Roosevelt 
one better and says: “I fully and freely admit 
and assert that when the American people have 
had time to learn all the facts and have had time 
to consider their bearing, their deliberate judg- 
ment is a wiser and better guide for the State 
than the judgment of the most experienced states- 
men, the most learned jurist, the most profound 
student of history. In this proper sense the voice 
of the people is nearer the voice of God than any 
other human decision.”

Again, Mr. Williams 
has been a practical journalist from 
the beginning of his career. There is no 
position on a daily newspaper that he 
has not filled with compete competency. 
That he has been in closest touch with 
the leaders of public opinion and of our 
political life was surely another consid- 
eration which influenced the Columbia 
authorities in offering to him one of the 
most remarkable opportunities that has 
been created in the American college 
world these many years. 


A Promising Start.

Those who are charged with inaugu- 
rating the Pulitzer School of Journal- 
ism at Columbia University and shaping 
its character have made a promising 
start in making Talcott Williams direc- 
tor and Prof. John D. Cunliffe of the 
University of Wisconsin associate direc- 
tor. Mr. Williams has long been a 
fine example of the scholar in journal- 
ism, and much more. He has full prac- 
tical knowledge of newspaper methods, 
knows how to effectively convey facts 
and principles, and more than most men 
possesses a creative imagination—the 
capacity to see broadly and the power 
to get that which he sees into sensible 
perspective. His fitness to be the guide. 
philosopher and friend of youth aspiring 
to do newspaper work will be conced- 
ed. Mr. Williams is to be reinforced 
by a younger man in Prof. Cunliffe, 
who is experienced in educational and 
newspaper work, and the two should 
prove capable in directing the very in- 
teresting department provided for by 
one who had intense hope for the help- 
ful future of American journalism, It 
is assured that the best standards will 
be sought for in the Pulitzer school. 


Academic Journalism.

The late 
Joseph Pulitzer felt that it should be 
raised to the proper rank, and he found- 
ed and endowed a college.

"WRONG TRAINING GIVEN 

& Says Students Are Taught to 

; Satisfy Prejudices of Church 
Members. 














Theological seminaries were declared 
to be “behind the age,’’ and to be en- 
@aged chiefly in training preachers to. 
satisfy the prejudices of church mem- | 
bers, in an address made Thursday aft- 
ernoon before members of the Religious 
‘Education Association, at the Third 
Baptist Church, by the Rev. Alfred W. 
Wishart. He is pastor of the Fountain 
Street Baptist Church of Grand Rapids, 
‘Mich. 

The speaker's subject was, ‘‘What the 
*Pastorate Demands of the Seminary.”’ 
He said that the multiplicity of modern 
“pastoral duties prevented the minister 
‘from becoming a real intellectual leader 
‘in the pulpit. He dwelt on the demands 
of the modern man and the qualifica- 
tions needed by the minister to meet 
modern conditions. 
ig Pastor’s Argument. 

“He argued that if the minister is to 

be relieved of administrative work and 

various pastoral duties so he can be- 
come a pulpit power, the church must 
be reorganized. Efficiency required 
large churches with a specialist at the 
head of each department. But that 
would necessitate the union of weak and 

-small churches into large ones, which 

cannot be accomplished unless the mem- 
bers are broad enough to unite on es- 
-sentials.
